must put her personal self entirely 
out of the question. You must make 
the child believe in himself.

Moroccan foreign Minister and Other 


Notables Put Away. 


DOMINATED THE OLD SULTAN 


Long and Bitter Struggle Anticipated 


Between the Latter and His Brother, 
Mulai Hafig, With the Pretender, 
Rogh", A'-vait'ig Even*'J2"t:ss Mc- 
roccan Situation to Date. 


Casablanca, Sept. 4.—Official re- 


ports 
from Fez state that Sultan 


Abdul Aziz has not left the capital for 
Rabat owing to his lability to pay 
the troops, who refuse to march with- 
out an assurance that their pay is 
forthcoming. The indications are that 
a long and bitter struggle will occur 
between the sultan and his brother, 
Mulai Hafig, while the pretender to 
the throne, Roghi, who has been in 
the field for a long time past, will 
await events and join in the fighting 
when the situation is most advantage- 
ous for his own prospects. 


A report from Fez declares that the 


Tazzi brothers, Abdelkrim Ben Sli- 
man, the Moroccan minister, and Ga- 
nam, the sultan's second representa- 
tive at Tangier, have been assassinated 
by partisans of the Caid of Mechuar, 
the official who introduces ambassa- 
dors to the court of the sultan. The 
Tazzi brothers exercised almost com- 
plete domination over the sultan, and 
to them is attributed the ruin of the 
empire. It is alleged that they sought 
only their personal 
aggrandizement 


Their fortune is counted by millions, 
and is said to be sufficient to pay the 
entire debt of Morocco. 


Some time ago the Caid of Mechuar 


was on the point of killing the Tazzi 
brothers in the presence of the sultan. 
The name of the caid is Driss Ben 
Aich, and he is a descendant of the 
Bujaris, one of the four tribes which 
founded 
the 
Moroccan 
monarchy. 


•Abdelkrim Ben Sliman was a per- 
fect type of the cunning, diplomatic 
Moor. He recently sent his condo- 
lences to the French charge d'affaires 
at Tangier regarding the massacre of 
Europeans at Casablanca. 
Ganam 


,was intensely anti-European. He re- 
cently was accused of complicity in 
an illegal sale of government lands at 
Tangier. 


Spain's Plans. 


Paris, Sept. 4. — A dispatch from 


.Madrid says that Spain, in accordance 
with the agreement arrived at with 
France, has decided to occupy Melilla, 
Tangier, Tetuan, El Araish and Kasr- 
El-Kebir, guaranteeing the security of 
Europeans until the international po- 
lice are organized.

urgent than a constitution for China 
or the amalgamation of the opposing 
Chinese and Manchus, is the question 
of an heir apparent, which the dow- 
ager empress, the greatest of all Maii- 
chus, closely identifies with the con- 
tinuance and security of the dynasty. 
The urgency of the question of the 
succession afcd the difficulty of the 
settlement is serious, owing to the in- 
firmities of the aged dowager empress 
and also by the condition of the em- 
peror,, who constantly is reported to 
be ill. 
He is said to be the victim 


of a decline, which adds to the possi- 
bility of an accident to the throne 
other than that feared from anarchists 
and revolutionists.

Governor Harris Will Go to Jaiiies- 


toiui in Special Train—Ohio 


News Briefs. 


Cincinnati. O., Sept. 4.—At a ban- 


quet given here by the members of 
the Cincinnati Traveling Men's club, 
William J. Bryan was guest of honor. 
Covers for 800 guests vi ere laid. After 
the dinner Colonel Bryan talked on 
general 
subjects. 
In an interview 


Mr. Bryan stated that Congressman 
Harvey Garber of Ohio spoke •without 
authority when he said 
that 
he 


(Bryan) would again be a candidate 
for the presidency, as he has not de- 
cided that he will be a candidate for 
another nomination. Mr. Bryan added 
he was busy preparing a reply to Mr. 
Taft's Oklahoma speech. 


"What do you think of Roosevelt 


and his political policies?" was asked. 


"The president has advocated some 


reforms, but not enough, and congress 
has not gone as far as he has. 
For 


instance, the president advocated rail- 
road regulation, and congress has not 
gone as far as he desired. He advo- 
cated the income tax, inheritance tax 
and arbitration of labor difficulties, 
and congress has not done anything at 
all on these subjects. 
The president 


has not advocated the election of sen- 
ators by the people and has not advo- 
cated tariff reform, both of which he 
ought to do. He has advocated na- 
tional corporation of the railroads and 
other large corporations, ship subsi- 
dies and asset currency, which I think 
are wrong. 
Secretary Taft does not 


go as far as President Roosevelt on 
the railroad question, arbitration, in- 
come tax and inheritance tax, and ad- 
vises a !-acI:ward step on the trust 
question."
